FOR CHARGES 


In regard to ambulance charges, you can't 
just relate the charges of time spent and dis¬ 
tance traveled. There's a lot that goes into 
the makeup of ambulance charges. 

First, our basic ambulance costs close 
to $20,000. It must be equipped, by law, 
with a minimum amount of equipment as 
specified by the American College of Sur¬ 
geons Committee on Trauma. Those ambu¬ 
lances that are dedicated to the Mobile 
Life Support System carry even much more 
sophisticated equipment at an additional cost 
of about $10,000. Then the ambulances have 
two-way radio communication systems that 
add another $3,000 to $7,000, depending on 
type. 

The ambulances are equipped with two 
men, highly trained, and are available 24 
hours a day, every day. 

Other costs that go into making up the 
ambulance charge are: 

Salaries for ambulance crew 
Rent for garage and office 
Telephones 

Base station two-way radios 

Dispatching personnel 

Office personnel 

Insurance 

Maintenance 

Licenses 

Fringe benefits 

Payroll taxes ' 

Back up equipment and personnel 
Spare ambulances and equipment 
Depreciation 
Accounting 

Gasoline, oil and washing 
Utilities 

Repairs of vehicles, radios and 
equipment 
Interest 

Laundry and uniforms 
Tire expense 
Office supplies 
Postage 

We have to be in a position to re¬ 
spond to any emergency in a maximum range 
of 5 minutes to 10 minutes and then back 
up each ambulance with another ambulance 
and crew. 

The cost of operating one ambulance 
24 hours a day with a crew of two is in ex¬ 
cess of $100,000 annually. 

We agree that ambulance charges are 
high, but there's more that goes into an 
ambulance charge than just the time and dis¬ 
tance traveled.

The People Must Know

TTie government tells us that we have a great deal of 
unemployment in the United States and that the way to 
cnirc it is to spend many billions in make work jobs for 
those who are out of work, and those billions can only 
come from raising the taxes on those who do work, be¬ 
cause every person in this nation is entitled to a decent 
job with a better than average wage. This concept has 
created so much political pressure that most agencies of 
government are scrambling to create the jobs. 

Of course in reality government can not create pro¬ 
ductive jobs, nor can government pay for those jobs 
without enslaving those in other jobs who must pay the 
biUs. 

But just suppose we used a little common sense on 
this job creation. Just suppost the American people de¬ 
cided that for the next year they would not buy any¬ 
thing that was not made and produced in the United 
States. 

SupiKisc they would not buy any appliances, clothing, 
shoes, cars, food products, building products, plumbing 
products, fiu-niture or anything else at all that was not 
made in this country. 

If the people did this themselves, on their own initia¬ 
tive, without the asssitance, advice or even conversation 
with gov'omment, how long do you think it would take 
to eliminate unemployment in the United States? My 
guess is six months. 

I further Ix-Iieve that in a very short time, American 
made products, because of the high quantity of production 
of goods in this counti-y would be as low priced as im¬ 
ported foreign products. 

Flven if only half of the Americans did this the 
American dollar would be back on top of the money value 
before most of us could turn around. 

If we did this we would soon be the biggest customer 
in the world for importi-d raw products and we (ould ex¬ 
ercise the best "collective baraining” in the world to get 
the best prices on these raw products. 

This is a good illustration of what former President 
John F. Kennixly ’meant when he said "think not what 
vour country can do for you but what you can do for 
your countr>-." 

Does not every other country in the world think of 
itself first? 

The best way for us to promote freedom in the 
world is to produce it in America. The government can 
never do it, only the people can do it. So far we have 
lacked the will, we certainly have the means. When 
do we start ? 

No recriminations: There are those who say we 
should forget all alout how we got in the Viet Nam 
war and why we lost. They say don’t blame anyone just 
sweep it all under the rug. 1 wonder if this no recrimin¬ 
ation idea applies to eveiythnig Will the Watergate re¬ 
criminators ever forget and remain silent? They will not. 

Will these same ixople stop calling Viet Nam Nixon s 
war. They will not. Will they ever stop blaming Kissinger 
for the Paris p<>ace accords of the middleeast failures? 
They will not. Do they want discTiminatory recrimina¬ 
tion? Yes they do. 

For the noord; Wehn asked on May 1. 1975 how we 
got into the Viet Nam war. former Sc'crc>tar\- of State 
Dean Rusk said "Rc'acl Kennedy's inaugural address and 
see what his attitude was." In this address Kenncnly said. 
"Ix't every nation know that wc* shall pay any price, boar 
any burden, mcot any hardship, supfort any friend . 
oppose any fex' to assure' the suiwival and suc'tx’ss of 
liberty." Is this still our natioivil iK>lic>'? 

For those who think Kennc'dy had a change' of heart 
about the war he again said in 19<vl "I can't do it (with¬ 
draw from Viet Nam) until 19<15, aftc'r I'm rc' c'lectc'd. ’ 

On IVcvmlx'f 6. 1962, Kennc'dy’s Asssitant Secretary 
of Defense Arthur Sylvc'ster said. "It’s the inherent right 
of the government to lie to save itsc'lf.” 

In 19<j-l. ix'fore his election. Prc'sidcnt Johnson said, 
"wc* are not aliout to sc'iid Ixiys tc'n thousands miles from 
home to do what Asian boys ought to lx* doing themselves. ’ 

On Novemlx?r 1, li)67 Vicx' President Ilulx'it Hum¬ 
phrey said. "Viet Nam is <Hir grc'atc'st adventure, and 
what a wonderful advi'iitun' it is.” No recriminations! 

On April 25, 1975 Former Sec-retary of State Dc'an 
Rusk said "the domino theory is actually the dex-trine 
of world revolution. When I Ic'ft officx* there were tens 
of thousands North Vii'tnami'sc' soldiers in Sou'll \ iet 
Nam. Tliey weren't domincx's, ttic*y wc're armed men." 
Ru.sk was Kc'imcxiy’s Scx-ivtary of State. 

On May -1, 1975, former Chief of Naval Opc'iations, 
Admiral Zumwalt said, "Congrc'ss has bex'n so penurious 
in its military budget we do not have the capability to 
stand up to Russi.a texlay. If hostilities were to brc'ak out 
texlay the* Unitc'd States would fac*e almost c'ertain defc*at.' 
Who is responsible for this if not the Congress? 

So forget V’iet Nam, Pearl Harbor, the Bay of Pigs 
and Yalta. We used to bc' one* nation indivisible, but no 
more, we are now one nation indefc'nsible. To bi» first is 
now a national crime. Tliose who chcx'i'c’d Ih'csident Ken¬ 
nedy’s call for liberty have* chickenc'd out. The new Ameri¬ 
can idea is to finish scx'ond.

no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement tvith this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shapmg 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
ans'wer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While mariliuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users maybe the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head-words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”-their lives centered around mariliuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and Stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are
